British Report Cap­ 
ture; Fate of Fascists

.Striking in a blinding sandstorm, 
Britain's desert troops have captured 
the Italian stronghold of Bengasi, 
in eastern Libya, British general 
headquarters announced today, and 
cut the fascist line of communica­ 
tions south of the city. 
The citadel, about 350 miles from 
the Egyptian frontier, surrendered 
yesterday. 
British general headquarters said 
tile Italians were “demoralized and 
outmaneuvered” in this latest Brit­ 
ish—Triumph of a westw ard sweep 
that has carried tile Imperial Army 
of the Nile across 400 miles of desert 
in 61 days. 
Fate of Fascists Unknown 
The fate of 25.000 fascist troops 
garrisoned 
at 
the Mediterranean 
seaport, 
former 
headquarters 
of 
Marshal Rodolfo Gtaziani, was not 
immediately disclosed. 
Dispatches 
from Cairo, however, said Italian 
forces throughout the whole eastern 
region were capitulating or fleeing. 
In London, British military quar­ 
ters said Marshal Graziani's position 
in North Africa now was so bad that 
Premier Mussolini might be forced 
to risk the Italian fleet in an a t­ 
tempt to move reinforcements and 
supplies across the Mediterranean 
to Libya. 
These quarters also pointed out 
that capture of Bengasi gives the 
British a short-dlstance base “from 
which we can hammer German-oc­ 
cupied bases in Sicily.” 
A five-word communique by the 
British middle east command an ­ 
nounced the latest blow at Italy’s 
tottering African empire, declaring 
simply:

Mrs. Anna W ilniarth Ickes was 
killed in an autom obile accident in 
New Mexico, August 21, 1935 
Tile differences concerned a sec­ 
tion of the will in which a trust 
estate is set up for Robert from 
which he would derive annual in­ 
comes of $5,000 in the years be­ 
fore he became 30, $7,500 up to 35 
years of agt*, and $10,000 thereafter. 
After naming two trustees, however, 
the will set forth that Harold L 
Ickes was to be given full title to all 
property, including the trust estate. 
Harold Ickes since has contended 
that the estate was not a trust to 
be executed by him for Robert, but 
was an estate solely for himself.

GROSS INCOME* NET INCOME, 
AND SURTAX NET INCOME 
In computing a Federal income 
tax, the taxpayer is confronted with 
the problem of usee naming, of I) his 
gross income, (3) hisif lift meome, 
and (3) his surtax net income. The 
instructions which accompany the 
forms clearly and explicitly set out 
how this is done. If, after reading 
them carefully, the taxpayer does 
not understand them, he should con­ 
sult the nearest collector of internal 
revenue. 
Gross Income, generally, is sill in­ 
come derived in any taxable year 
from any source whatever, unless 
specifically exempt by law. In any" 
usual business, the gross income of 
the person operating it consists of 
the gross profits on sales, plus any

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We had beautifully frank and 
clear war aims in the Mexican War 
of 1846. We wanted more territory 
out of which to make more slave 
states. Mexico’s war aim was to 
avenge the 1845 annexation of the 
Republic of Texas by the United 
States, at Texas’ request. 
Our Civil War aim was best stat­ 
ed by President lincoln in his 
famous letter of August 22, 1862, to 
Horace Greeley: 
“My paramount object in this 
struggle is to save the Union, 
and is not either to save or to 
destroy slavery. If I could save 
the Union without freeing any 
slaves, I won’t do it; if I could 
save it by freeing all the slaves, 
I would do it; and if I could 
save it by freeing some and 
leaving others alone, I would 
also do that.” 
In the Spanish-American War of 
1898, our aim was to remove the 
last relic of Spanish Empire rule 
from this hemisphere.

S Ernest Newman’s “lite Life 
of Richard W agner" unfolds its 
considerable length it becomes ob­ 
vious 
to any reader, musical or 
otherwise, th a t this is one of the 
great works of its sort. I believe it is 
also im m ortal, ’something to rank 
with T hayer’s ‘‘Beethoven” in the 
same field and Freem an’s “Robert 
E. Lee" in another. 
This third volume covers the years 
1859-1866, perhaps the most interest­ 
ing years of W agner's life because 
they include the notorious “T ann- 
hauser’’ debacle in Paris., his so­ 
journ briefly in Vienna, the climax 
of his life with Minna, his approach 
to final disaster in the m onths fol­ 
lowing and the extraordinary rescue 
of young King Ludwig of Bavaria. 
The years include also the period 
ol W agner’s life in Munich (and 
nearby Starnberg), his and Cosirna 
Liszt-von Billow’s decision to unite 
their futures regardless of Cos! ma'n 
husband 
and 
children, 
the 
first 
"T ristan” perform ance, and W ag­ 
ner's flight from Munich. This is 
perfect m aterial, and no m an could, 
I am convinced, have done better 
with it than Mr. Newman. 
This is probably 


that is to say, in his unshakeable 
belief in himself. 
Newman once 
made the incredible statem ent th a t 
hp knew every note of 17.000 musical 
compositions, and he believed what 
he said. In any case his understand­ 
ing of W agner’s vast egotism and 
Its results is complete, and his state­ 
m ent thereof not w ithout humor. It 
was in this period th a t W agner 
sent out the most urgent of those 
am azing letters dem anding the im ­ 
m ediate attendance of his friends, 
in alm ost the terms of Sheridan's 
Sir Anthony Absolute. 
But Newman’s curiosity is equal to 
his industry, and this has led him 
into a unique appraisal of young 
King Ludwig, the only one I have 
read wTiich seems logical. Ludwig 
usually has been w ritten off as in ­ 
sane. Newman believes he was sanei 
than most of his subjects, and proves 
his case with acute and shrewd logic. 
Lastly, this volume attacks again 
the question of W agner’s Jewish 
blood. Newman believes it likely 
th a t W agner was part Jew, although 
his proof is not definite, and any­ 
way it is not a m atter of great im ­ 
portance. More im portant is the 
youthful bounce and fierce interest 
of the author himself. These quali­ 
ties cive life to an immensely in­ 
form ative book.

Army investigators today sought to 
determ ine why a new-type bomber 
crashed, on a m ountainside near 
here yesterday, crem ating its crew 
of eight. 
It was the fourth air disaster in I 
the west this year involving United I 
States warplanes. 
The plane, one the Army’s newest j 
four-m otored 
b o rn b e r s, 
carried 
equipment for experim ents in cold j 
weather flying and m ight have had 
installed the Air Corps’ jealously- j 
guarded secret bombsight. 
Scene of the tragedy was a m oun­ 
tain which abruptly rises 1,000 feet 
from the desert 12 miles southwest 
of this city. 
Sabotage Discounted 
Possibility of sabotage was dis­ 
counted by Col. F. C. Nelson, com- j 
islanding officer of McClellan Field 
at Sacram ento, California, starting 
point of the ill-fated flight. 
A rumor th a t an attem pt to sabo­ 
tage planes at the field had been 
discovered about a week ago was 
neither confirmed nor denied by 
Colonel Nelson. 
The four-motored. 22' n-ton bomber 
left Sacram ento at 8:28 a rn . (Paci­ 
fic Standard Time! yesterday en 
route to Denver w ith Capt. R. S. 
Freeman, 
com m andant 
of 
Ladd 
Field, Alaska, at the controls. 
Tile 
plane 
and 
crew had 
arrived 
in 
Sacram ento last m onth from Alaska, 
and planned to proceed to W right 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, before returning 
to the territory. 
The last report from Hie plane 
was heard at 9:30 o'clock, and news 
of the crash came soon after eye­ 
witnesses raced 
to telephones to 
notify authorities. 
Lloyd M. C arpenter, forem an of 
the Lowery Wells C.C.C. camp, 19 
miles west of here, saw tile plane 
plough into the m ountain, shortly 
after hearing it among some clouds. 
“I couldn’t see it a t first,” he re ­ 
lated, “but pretty soon it came out 
of the clouds and went into a dive. 
They gunned the m otors but they 
couldn’t pull it out of the dive, a p ­ 
parently, it went Into a jiovver dive. 
Deafening Explosion 
“W hen it lilt the ground there was 
a deafening explosion. 
It cracked 
on the other side of the m ountain, 
so I got my car and went to the 
scene with one of my crew'. * * * 
W hen we got there it was nothing 
but a m ass of flames. 
I looked 
around * * * and realized everybody 
was dead.” 
Another eyewitness, Paul Lykins, j 
Reno, Nevada, traveling m an, dis­ 


closed that if the plane had cleared 
the mountain and was disabled, a 
dry lake five miles from the crash 
scene would have acted as an ex­ 
cellent emergency landing field. 
Witnesses said there wfas no storm 
in the area, though the sky was 
overcast and there had been light 
showers. 
“Parts of the plane were scattered 
in all directions,’’ said Lykins. 
“A 
piece of the radio transmitter was 
lying near the road edge, easily 75 
yards from the plane. 
Two motors 
were about 30 or 40 feet from the 
main part of the ship where the 
bodies were lying. What looked like 
one half of a motor was off about 
ten yards in another direction, and 
another half-motor probably 20 feet 
in another direction. 
Heavy Guard Placed 
“It wasn't a pleasant sight, and 
I wouldn’t want to sec anything like 


The bodies were burned beyond 
recognition. 
Besides Captain Freeman, winner 
of the Mackay trophy in 1940 for 
outstanding aircraft engineering on 
the 1939 good 
will flight of six 
bombers to Rio De Janeiro, the other 
victims were First Lieutenant E. W. 
Ketchum, co-pilot and Staff Ser­ 
geant Everett Crabb, address un­ 
known, and:

The heavy guard around the plane 
was ordered Immediately after the 
crash in order that nothing could 
be moved pending the bbard’s probe. 
If the secret bombsight had been 
aboard the bomber it was entirely 
consumed by the flames, Army of­ 
ficers said.
